Curious Jury Facts. 


Persons who are regular attendants 


at tho Court have often observed that 
jury duty, under tho system of draw- 
ing jairies which prevails in JJucks 
county, is quite unevenly distributed. 
Although all jurors receive ibe same, 
puy, tlie bulk gf the work is perform- 
ed by only about 
half the panel, 


while the others have little or none. 
This is duo largely to tho fact that 
the Cterk of the Courts, instead of 
drawing all 
the names out of the 


box bctore returning to the box the 
names of tho jurors drawn on prior 
jurys, immediately returns the names 
of a jury to the box as soon tie that 
jury returns a verdict. The names re- 
placed being on the top, are among 
the iirst drawn out on the feucceeding 
jury. Consequently a few jurors do 
the bulk of the jury work. 


Curious to know just to what extent 


this is true, a juror at the recent 
April Term of Civil Court kept a 
record of every jury called, and this is 
the result of his tabulation, there be- 
ing eight cases tried by jury during 
the week: 


o men served on 4 juries. 
17 men served on 3 juries. 
13 raen served on 2 juries. 
10 men served on 1 jury. 
8 men served on no jury. 
2 men excused for term. 


50 total panel for term. 
This is an interesting table. It will 


bo seen that three of the jurors did 
not serve on any jury, and that two 
were excused, practically reducing the 
panel to 45 men, or 10 per. cent. Ten 
percent, of the jurors served on half 
of the cases while 30 per cent, served 
on one-third of the cases.
